A comparison of the vote on Wednesday 
with that for Northen and Peek two years 
ago shows that the populists have not made 
any great gain in their voting strength. 
There was an over-confidence among the 
democrats and a large percentage of them 
neglected to vote. The chief populist gains 
are due to negro accessions. 

The only amendment to the constitution 
which has a chance is that regulating in- 
valid pensions. The summer session and 
the supreme court amendments have hard- 
ly escaped defeat. 


7 OVER CONFIDENT IN TERRELL. 


Fully 500 Democrats Remained Away 
from the Polls. 

Dawson, Ga., Uctober 4.—(Special.)—The 
result of yesterday’s election was a pro- 
found surprise to every one, and ‘Terrell 
county, waich has always been overwhelm- 
irgly democratic, came near being captur- 
ed by the populists by reason of over-con- 
fidence and indifference on the part of the 
democrats. Fully 500 democrats failed to go 
to the polls. The negroes had evidently 
been well drilled, and they voted almost 
solidly for the third party ticket. Not since 
the days of ragical rule have they stood so 
firmly together, and they openly claimed 
the populists as “our party,’’ and it was 
well night impossible to vote them for the 
democratic ticket. Such a result can never 
happen in-this county again, as the demo- 
cratic party will be vigilant and active here- 
after.

Augusta, Ga., October 4—(Special.)—At 
noon the managers of the state election met 
at the courthouse and consolidated the vote 
of the county. The official count gives a 
democratic majority of 2,622. That is a4 
greater number of votes than Atkinson re- 
ceived over Hines. Hon. Allen D. Candler, 
the democratic candidate for secretary of 
state, leads the ticket with 43,395 votes, 
which was 18 more votes than Governer 
Atkinson received. There was no cutting 
of Mr. Atkinson's name, from the ticket in 
Richmond. 

The populists carried four districts—the 
fifth ward, Hood’s chapel, Pine Hill and 
Hephzibah. Hines lead the populist ticket 
in Richmond and he only received 755 votes. 

Mr. William H, Fleming led the local 
ticket for members of the legislature. John 
A. Barnes was only 26 votes behind him, 
and D. J. Fogarty was third, with only 16 
votes less than Mr. Barnes. T. F. Turner, 
populist candidate, only received 731 votes. 
W.H. Clark, the republican negro candidate 
for the legislature, received 109 votes, The 
populists have nothing to feel encouraged 
over in this county, for they showed a 
big decease from their vote of two years 
ago, and there was hardly a third partyite 
in the county did not vote. 


The Fourth Goes Populist.

Lawrenceville, Ga., October 4.—(Special.)— 
The official count of Gwinnett is as follows: 
Hines leads Atkinson by 327 votes; Baxter 
leeds Brand by 220 votes; the average ma- 
jority of Peeples and Espey, populist can- 
didates for representative, is 253 over Mc- 
Derald and Cosby, democratic candidates 
for representative. There were 402 votes 
for thé amendment increasing the number 
of supreme court judges and 2,244 against. 
There were 400 votes for the invalid soldier 
amendment and 2,016 against. There were 
9 for changing the session of the generai 
assembly and 1,612 against. .The total vote 
is about 3,400, the largest vote ever polled 
in any election since the county was or- 
ganized. The populists were in session to- 
day for the purpose of nominating county 
officers. Negro delegates from each dis- 
trict were present with them. Outsiders 
were informed that they were holding a 
secret session, and they did not deny that 
the negroes were represented. Gwinnett 
has between 600 and 700 negro voters who 
have heretofore usually voted with the 
democrats when there were no republicans 
in the field.

Washington, October 4.—(Special.)—The 
result of the election in Georgia has been 
much discussed at the two campaign head- 
quarters today. Chairman Fauikner is not 
dispesed to regard the slump as at all omi- 
nous, and says he attributes it to overcon- 
fidence. 

“If the third party had been as strong 
as they appeared to be two years ago the 
result would have been what it was then,” 
said Senator Faulkner. 

Captain McKee, secretary at the repub- 
lican headquarters, pretended great satis- 
faction over the reduced democratic ma- 
jority in Georgia, and argues from it great 
republican results in other states. The re- 
publicans have been on a quiet hunt for a 
number of districts in the south, but today 
for the first time they have come into the 
open and begun to lay violent hands on 
them by name. Captain McKee claime 
that the republicans will carry the sixth 
and seventh districts of Alabama, and 
when asked the reason why, shakes his 
head wisely and simply says he knows a 
thing or two. No fear at all is expressed 
for Bankhead. 

Captain McKee says the republicans will 
carry the first, second and third districts of 
Louisiana and the ninth and twelfth dis- 
tricts of Texas. A conservative view will 
certainly put the twelfth district of Texas 
in danger, but the claims of McKee that 
the republicang will carry Representative 
Sayer’s district is regarded as preposter- 
ous and absurd by Senator Faulkner.

GRANTED AN INJUNCTION 


Restraining the Board from Canvass- 
ing the Election Returns. 
Jacksonville, Fla., October 4.—There has 
developed a new phase to the election mat- 
ter in this county. The circuit court to- 
day granted a temporary injunction re- 
straining the canvassing board from can- 
vassing the returns of Tuesday's election, 
on account of the alleged illegal acts of the 
inspectors. The bill on which the injunc- 
tion was obtained is on the theory that the 
election in the county is invalid. The bill 
claims that the acts of the inspectors in 
refusing to open polls in four of the city 
wards, because of the presence of deputy 
sheriffs stationed there to watch the vote, 
invalidates the election. The faction de- 
nied representation alleged that fraud was 
intended and the sheriff placed deputies 
in the polling places to prevent it. The in- 
spectors claimed that the deputies were 
there in violation of the law, and, upon the 
refusal of the deputies to withdraw, closed 
the polis, thus disfranchising about 2,000 
voters.

Averted—New Yorks Win by

Baltimore, Md., October 4—No deeper 
nor more intense feeling of rivalry ever 
characterized a game of baseball in Balti- 
more than was felt and displayed in to- 
day’s contest. Trouble was averted at 
different stages of the game by the few 
cooler-headed players and a riot at the 
conclusion of the game was prevented only 
by the large police force, which escorted 
Umpire Emslie off the field. The excite- 
ment was at fever heat from start to 
finish and it is remarkable that even the 
few blows that were exchanged by the 
players did not furnish a cause for serious 
consequences. 

For two or three hours this afternoon it 
looked certain that there would be an 
exhibition game ‘only; that the Temple 
trophy would be thrown aside and the 
Orioles would forfeit whatever interest they 
might have in it as pennant winners. 

It was not until the game was called 
that a decision in regard to the cup was 
reached. McGraw, of the Orioles, stead- 
fastly refused to agree tu the 65 and 35 
per cent distribution of the receipts to 
accrue from the series and other members 
of the team would not play until the lit- 
tle third baseman consented and piayed his 
regular position. McGraw contended that 
the only proper thing to do was to play 
for even stakes, as had been agreed by 
Messrs. Hahlon and Ward, representing 
the views of their respective teams. The 
obstinate young man was won over at the 
last minute, when it was made clear to 
him that the contests for the Temple cup 
would be cancelled unless the wishes of 
Messrs. Temple, Young and Byrne were 
respected. 

Filled with bitterness, owing t0 the con- 
troversy over the cup affair and each club 
accusing the other of trickery, and un- 
sportsmanlike conduct, the teams took their 
positions on the field. Rusie’s delivery was 
a puzzle to the Oriole batsmen throughout 
the game. The New Yorks fared a little 
better. They pushed their bails into the 
crowd beyond tne ropes and out of reach 
of the fielders and these, under the ground 
rules, were good for three bases each. 

They all reached home. One other run 
was scored. The Orioles did not make a 
long hit in the game. Burke led the bat- 
ters. He rapped out four singles in suc- 
cession. The fielding on both sides was 
very brilliant, and every run was earned. 

Things looked squally when McGraw ran 
into Ward at second base in the seventh 
inning and again when he accidentally 
struck Farrell at the heme plate. 

Again, in the ninth inning, when Emslie 
declared Jennings out at first there was a 
terrible row. Brodie, who was on the 
coaching line, in his excitement, struck 
Doyle, and the players all joined in. Quiet 
was restored until the inning ended. Then 
the crowd back of the ropes rushed at 
Emslieé and the police went to his assis- 
tance.

At 4:30 o’clock the great gelding was 
brought on the track and was given a 
warming-up heat by his owner, Monroe 
Salisbury. His driver, Andy McDowell, 
then took the lines, and before the audi- 
ence realized what was going on, he came 
up the little loop and nodded for the word. 
Swift as the strong north wind that was 
blowing in his face the great horse seemed 
to go, pacing without a skip, in an easy 
manner, while his running mate seemed to 
lag behind.

THE FATHER ARRESTED. 


It Is Charged That He Piotted His 
Daughter's Murder. 

‘Raleigh, N. €., October 4—(Special.)—In 
the trial here today of George Mills, for 
the murder of his niece, Iona Wimberly, 
Drs. Moore and Cotton, whe attended Miss 
Wimberly, said her death was due to a 
heavy blow on the side of the head. She 
had been struck six times .on- the head, 
they testified. There was no evidence of 
an attempt to outrage her. There was 
positive evidence that Mills on the day 
before the murder, went to a store and 
bought laudanum, and a witness testified 
that the day after the attdck on Iona, he 
had found on the floor of the abandoned 
house, where she was found, a piece of 
Paper, which the man who sold the lau- 
danum identified as that in which he had 
wrapped it. 

The most startling evidence of the day 
was given by Deputy ‘Sheriff Walters, and 
was regarding what Millis told him the 
night the latter was taken from jail to pre- 
vent his threatened lynching. Mills had 
been told not to talk, but did so and said 
he hoped to see Iona recover so she 
could tell the truth. He said that if the 
truth were known her father would be 
found as guilty as himself. 

Judge Bynum this afternoon issued a 
bench warrant for A. J. Wimberly, Iona’s 
father, as an accessory before the fact 
to the murder. The grand jury later re- 
turned a true bill against him for murder. 
He was jailed. He appeared utterly un- 
done, vehemently protested his innocence 
and wept silently. As he was being taken 
to jail, his daughter, Savannah, became 
hysterical, and her cries were heard in the 
courtroom. It is said that Wimberly will 
not be tried at this term. The witnesses 
in his case are the same ag those in the 
Mills case. His arrest was not unexpected. 


A REAL ESTATE SYNDICATR. 


Capitalists Buy a Tract of Land to 
Devote to Fruit Culture. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 4.—(Special.)— 
It has just leaked out that a syndicate of 
wealthy capitalists from ‘Louisville and 
Nashville have purchased or, at any rate, 
secured an option on some 45,000 acres 
of land, chiefly woodland, it is stated, on 
and near the line of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad in Escambia county, 
south Alabama. After a careful examina- 
tion they were persuaded that the lands 
were admirably adapted to fruit growing, 
especially to the cultivation of the pear. 
Their plan is to cut the property up into 
eighty-acre farms and settle it with west- 
erners who are practical and experienced 
fruit farmers. It is stated that the pear 
crop never blights in that section and the 
Californians say that if this is true the 
land is bound to be exceedingly valuable for 
producing. the luscious fruit, as the charac- 
ter of the soil and the climate are just 
right. It is stated that a large part of the 
property has already been disposed of to 
practical fruitgrowers and that a colony 
of some fifty familics will soon come down 
and commence to clear up their purchases, 
It is reported that the westerners bought 
the choice farms in this track for some- 
thing like $8 per acre, whereas land on the 
Pacific slope which will yield no better and 
which is many miles removed from civiliza- 
tion, brings many times that much.

Mobile, Ala, October 4.—During Sep- 
tember a negro named Willie Myers 
was found at the upper end of the railroad 
platform at Biloxi, Miss.. with his neck 
broken and his head crushed in. He was 
going from Ocean Springs to Biloxi. It 
was supposed that he was killed by the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, and a 
suit is now pending, it is stated, against 
the railroad for damages for causing My- 
ers’s death. Now comes the sensational 
development in the case that Myers was 
not killed by the railroad at all, but was 
murdered by one Warren Matthews, col- 
ored, with whose wife, Mary Matthegs, 
it is alleged that Myers was intimate. Mary 
Matthews arrived in the city a few days 
ago and stated that she heard Warren Mat- 
thews threaten to kill both Myers and her- 
self and she is satisfied that he carried 
out his threat so far as Myers ig con 
cerned.

The Lesson of Wednesday. 

The returns from the state election 
were more difficult to gather Wednes- 
day night than they were two years ago. 
There was a closer division and more 
counting to be done. 

The result is not one on which the 
democrats can plume themselves. The 
populists have made surprising gains, 
and there has been a serious slump in 
the democratic majority as compared 
with that of 1892. We had almost said 
that the slump was a surprising one, 
but no one who has intelligently watched 
the progress of the campaign in this 
state can be surprised at the falling 
off in the democratic majority. In the 
very nature of things it was inevitable; 
and if the same sinister elements that 
produced confusion in the democratic 
ranks in this campaign shall retain their 
potency until the next one, the demo- 
crats will have grounds for congratula- 
tion if they come out of it with any 
majority at all. 

Every vote lost to the democrats and 
every vote gained to the populists is to 
be referred directly to the efforts of the 
goldbug bushwhackers to convince the 
people of the state that the party is not 
in favor of the free coinage of silver. 
These goldbug bushwhackers went 
about from county to county declaring 
that the democratic party is not com- 
mitted to the policy of remonetizing sil- 
ver, without the consent of England, 
and assuring the voters who came out 
to hear them that such a policy would 
be ruinous, and that the only remedy 
for the repeal of republican financial 
legislation was for the people of this 
country to obtain the consent and co- 
operation of the monarchial powers of 
Europe. 

But this is not all. The goldbug bush- 
whackers, denying and disputing a 
“time-honored democratic principle, went 
upon the stump with the democratic can- 
didate for governor, and informed the 
democratic voters that the platform on 
which their candidate was nominated 
and the position that he held on the 
silver question were radically wrong. 

Wherever these goldbug bushwhack- 
ers spoke from the same platform with 
the democratic candidate for governor, 
or with the chairman of the democratic 
executive committee, nothing prevented 
the affair from taking the shape of a 

joint debate but tthe forbearance of 
those democratic leaders and officials. 

Under these circumstances—peculiar 
and unprecedented—the only wonder is 
that the slump in the democratic ma- 
jority is not more serious. 

These tactics, carried out with the con- 
nivance of the element that has ex- 
pectations of federal office, were of such 
@ character as to impart confusion. into 
the minds of democratic voters where 
confusion had never existed before. Pa- 
‘triotic and sensible democrats could 
not listen to this bushwhatking arraign- 
ment of the democratic platform and 
the democratic candidates without. feel- 
ings of doubt and disgust. Those who 
had been taught by the populist leaders 
to distrust the professions of the demo- 
cratic leaders were confirmed in their 
purpose to oppose the democrats, and 
those who were too intelligent to doubt 
were disgusted with the efforts of the 
goldbugs to turn democratic professions 
into republican arguments. 

The result of it all has been to bring 
about a slump in the democratic major- 
ity that is as significtnt as a defeat 
would be. It is a warning to the party 
that cannot be safely ignored. The 
voters have placed the seal of their dis- 
approval on the effort to wrench the 
party away from its time-honored prin- 

-ciples. The people in a very impressive 
Way have expressed their disgust at 
the attempt of the bushwhackers*to pop- 
ularize republican financial arguments. 

The only remedy is for those who pro- 
fess to be party leaders to repudiate the 
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The Negro at the North. 

The New York Sun. in commenting 
on a pamphlet containing the letters of 
Governor Northen, called forth by north- 
ern criticisms of the treatment of ne- 
groes in the south, calls attention to a 
recent incident in Brooklyn. This inci- 
dent is of unusual interest, because it 
shows the real feeling of northern peo- 
ple toward the negro. 

We gather from The Sun that a rich 
and respectable colored man bought a 
‘house in an eligible quarter of Brooklyn. 
When this fact became known the white 
residents in the neighborhood showed 
both alarm and indignation. One of them 
informed a reporter of. The Sun that 
“it was a d—d outrage.” The lady who 
owns the house next to the one bought 
by the colored man said to the man who 
had sold the property: “I want to know 
what right you have to do such a mean 
thing. Do you think you .have acted 
the part of a Christian to ruin my prop- 
erty?” “He is highly respectable,” ac- 
knowledged the tenant of this lady’s 
house, but, of course, we object to the 
possibility of living next door to a col- 
ored man. Quoting these things .The 
Sun goes on to say: 

If this colored man, rich, respectable and 
educated; and well behaved, as General 
Molineaux describes him to be, should move 
into that house with his family the value 
of all the property in the neighborhood 
would decline seriously. If he undertook 
to buy a residence for himself in any other 
quarter of Brooklyn, or in any quarter of 
New York not already inhabited by negroes 
he would encounter the same prejudices. 
Usually the introduction of a colored family 


into a tenement house drives out the white 


occupants, no matter how poor and humble 
they may be; and the hardships to which 


respectable and well-to-do negro families 
are compelled to submit in being restricted 
by this race prejudice to undesirable dis- 
tricts of the town are oftentimes very gall- 
ing to them. No matter how prosperous 
and how well educated a negro may be, 
he has no more chance of being received 
in white seciety at the north than he has 
at the south. 

The Sun concludes that the- governor 


of Georgia is right in. denouncing as 
hypocritical thé northern condemnation 
of the south because it keeps up the 
color line. But the hypocrisy denounc- 
ed by Governor Northen goes deeper 
than The Sun’s remarks would seem to 
indicate. The objection of the white 
residents of the Brooklyn neighborhood 
to living next door to a colored man is 
4 mere matter of moonshine compared 
to the prejudice at the north that pre- 
vents negroes in that section from earn- 
ing their living in the various trades 
and professions that are open. to them 
at the south. Here the negro is free 
to enter into any business or occupation 
for which his talents or his inclination 
make him eligible. He can engage in 
merchandising, he can make himself a 
master of trades, or he can become an 
artisan, and in these branches he can 
and does work side by side with white 
men. . But in the north he is not per- 
mitted to enter into competition with 
the whites in any profitable trade or 
business. 

This fact is testified to not only by 
the negroes who live at the north, but 
by the northern people themselves. It 
is not disputed by anybody, and yet, in 
the face of it, the northern newspapers 
are never tired of making the severest 
attacks .on the southern people because 
they resent the idea of social equality. 
In fine, the attitude of the northern 
press is worse than hypocritical. 
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A Good Showing. 


A thoughful writer on The New York 
Evening Post who has carefully anaylz- 
ed a recent statistical report from a 
government bureau says: 

The tables “present the startling truth 
that the urban population in the southern 
states has outgrown the total population 
in the ratio of 3 to 1, while it has outstripped 
the country population fivefold.’’ Let us 
quote his own table of aggregates for the 
southern states in order to see how he ar- 
rives at this “startling truth:”’ ,

tural population during the thirty years in- 
creased 1,800,000 more than the increase in 
the population of the towns. If there was 
a movement to the towns, there was also 
a greater one to the country. It becomes 
apparent now what the writer means. He 
has drawn his conclusions from the com- 
parative percentages of the increase. The 
“urban” population has increased 276 per 
cent, while the ‘agritultural population has 
increased but 55 per cent, yet, because of 
the large number upon which the latter per- 
centage is based, the actual growth in num- 
bers is greater than that in the so-called 
“urban” population. The writer has evi- 
dently fallen into the error of considering 
a ratio as a determining factor. A _ per- 
centage is but the arithmetical expression 
of the relation between two sets of figures. 
Of itself it haS no meaning, and can have 
none without a caréful study of the facts 
which lie behind it. If, after including 
small villages under the head of urban 
population, it appears that the actual in- 
crease in the agricultural sections is the 
greater, we may safely stop worrying for 
the present about “the flocking of young 
men and women to the southern towns.” 
This presents the matter in a more 
encouraging aspect than we have seen 
before. We were unwilling to believe 
that there was a wholesale drift of our 
people from the country to the towns, 


and this analysis shows that such is not 
the fact. 

The rural districts of the south are as 
tempting .today as they ever were, and 
the men of enterprise who go into them 
will find that they are on the road to

So many cases of this 
kind occurred that the people learned to 
make the sign of the cross over. their 
mouths in order .to scare away the devil. 
The peasantry in Italy and Spain still ad- 
here to this method, but most other people 
have dispensed with the cross sign, and 
keep out the devil by simply placing the 
hand before the lips. It is a most remark- 
able survival of a practice after its signifi- 
cance has perished.

THE EFFECT OF THE RESULT. 


To democratic apathy more than populist 
strength is due the small democratic vote 
polled in Georgia on Wednesday. And the 
dempcratic apathy is due to the fight which 
is going on within the lines of the demo- 

Georgia is overwhelmingly a free coinage 
state. The people believe in bimetallism 
as it was before the act of 1873. But for the 
advertised division in the democratic ranks 
on this subject there would be practically 
no populism in the state. What would re- 
main would simply be Tom Watsonism. Sec- 
retary of the Interior Hoke Smith and Con- 
gressman Turner, in their single gold 
Standard campaign of the state, have 
caused a rupture in the party. 
Not that they have. made any num- 
ber of converts, but because 
they have been attempting to sway the 
people from the teachings of Mr. Atkinson 
and ten of the Georgia congressmen, 
as well as other party leaders in the state. 
It is unfortunate for the party that the 
distinguished secretary of the interior 
should have endeavored to foist his newly 
acquired financial views upon the people at 
this time. Had it come from other sources 
but little attention’ would have been puid 
to such teachings, but when he comes as 
the mouthpiece of President Cleveland, the 
only democratic president we have had for 
more tnan thirty years, he was naturally 
given a hearing and his views considered 
ang discussed to the disadvantage of the 
democratic organization in the state. 

It is a fact that many old-time democrats 
in the state were disgusted with the petty 
hghting going on within the lines of their 
own party, and these men stayed away 
from the polls. But it is not sate for the 
populists to predict that these men will de 
the same thing a second time. 

The populists poiled only about the same 
vote Wednesday they polied two years agu. 
‘ne democrats posied inany thousands less. 

‘Tne populists have eiected some Iilty or 
sixty members of the ijiegisiature because 
the democrats stayed at nome. ‘whe popu. 
lists are no stronger than they were two 
years ago. There is no danger in them. 
Wednesdaay’s result snouid, and pernaps 
will, prove a good thing for the democrats 
in the congressional eiections next month. 


On account of the very small democratic 
majorities in the fourtno, seventh and ninth 
congressional districts and the smali popu- 
list majority in the tenth the popuiist lead- 
ers are announcing from tne housetops 
that they will carry these districts in tue 
congressional election. 

Wil they’ is the question. No. They will 
not come within a thousand votes of win- 
ning in any of the districts. 

Tne fousth district, for instance, gave 
Atkinson but about 1,200 majority. Yet no 
one doubts but that Chariey Moses wiil 
carry it by a iarger majority, but should 
he not there is pienty of margin in the 
1200 majority. Carey Thornton, his oppo- 
nent, is no stronger wWitn ime peopie than 
was Turner two years ago, and taen Moses 
carried the district by over live thousand. 


It is rank absurdity fer the populists to 
be yelling about the seventj disirict. Con- 
gressmian Jonn Maddox is the mivst popular 
man in that district, and he is as sure to 
sweep it as the sun is to-rise tomorrow. 
Two thousand democratic majority Wednes- 
day will be transferred into i,vwU or 5,000 
on the 6th of Novemoer, and Poik and 
Paulding will sureiy be redeemed. 


In the ninth district there was perhaps 
greater apathy among the democrats than 
in any section of the staie. The democrats 
did not turn out. In every county the -re- 
turns show a falling off fn the democratic 
vote. The popuiist and repuviicaus, how- 
ever, have only held their own. Their vote 
is not larger this year than Peek's iwo 
years ago. 

When Carter Tate commences shelling 
the woods he will stir up the demucrats. 
You will see them marching down from 
the mountains in small armies and Tate 
will be returned. Thousands of democrats 
up there live far away frem the polling 
places. Believing that everything was ali 
right, they did not take the trouble to go 
miles to the polis to vote. But the re- 
sult up there Wednesday will bring them 
out in November and the returns will foot 
up very differently. 

Carter Tate and his populist opponent, 
Newt Twitty, will soon meet on the stump 
in joint debate. That alone will arouse the 
democrats, and it is a recognized fact that 
Tate knows how to hold up his end of the 
line in a campaign. 


And now the tenth. In Wednesday’s re- 
sult there is a bright light for democracy. 
Two years ago Peek carried this district in 
the state election by over 1,000 majority. 
Hines was born and raised in the district, 
yet his majority was only about three 
hundred. 

Wednesday’s result shows that Major 
Black can carry of the country counties 
Hancock, Washington, Jefferson and Wilk- 
inson. In each of these counties Black is 
much stronger than was the state ticket, 
while Watson cannot draw more thau did 
Hines. But, for argument, concede to Wat- 
son results identical with those of Wednes- 
day in the country counties. Richmond 
would overcome his country ma- 
jorities without half trying. Richmond 
can poil 9,000 votes in the congressional viec- 
tion with ease. Of these Watson cannvt, at 
the outside, exceed 1,500. That would give 
Black 6,000 majority in Richmond and every 
one knows that Watson cannot hope to go 
down to Richmond with more than 2,500 ma- 
jority at the outside. 

But the populists will say Richmond only 
polled 4,100 votes Wednesday. That is true. 
In no county in the state was there less 
enthusiasm on ‘Wednesday than in Rich. 
mond. Half of the democratic voters of the 
county remained away from the polis. They 
thought it was useless to vote,as everything 
was all right and there was no opposition 
in any of the local contests to the demo- 
cratic nominees. Now, however, that the 
democrats of Richmond realize their votes 
to be necessary to elect Major Black you 
will see signs of enthusiasm and Richmond 
will see to it that Major Black goes back 
to congress. 

As a matter of fact the tenth district is in 
less danger of going populist in the Novem- 
ber election than either the fourth or the 
ninth. The strength of each party is known 
about to the unit. It is simply a matter of 
Richmond doing her duty and when it is 
really necessary she always does it. 


The result of Wednesday's election has 
caused havoc among senatorial candidates. 
Some of the strongest friends of several 
candidates were defeated for the legisla- 
ture, and as yet the candidates have not 
been able to gather together the fragments 
and tell just where they stand. 

The result cuts into those candidates who 
expected third party votes. With fifty or 
sixty populists in the house and eight or ten 
in the senate a democratic caucus is an ab- 
solute necessity. Otherwise, as between 
democratic candidates, the populists would 
hold the balance of power and could choose. 

Viewing the uprights of the structure 
which remain whole it does not lowk right 
now like any one of the senatorial! candi- 
dates will have a majority in the caucus, 
though Major Bacon is far in the 
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Mr. Hill's defeat, however, ends the speak- 
ership comtest. It places the democrats in

One That Was Close. 

The closeness of the race between Mr. 
Goldsmith and Mr. Holliday for city comp- 
troller excited the warmest interest, and 
last night after the consolidation showed 
Mr. Goldsmith fifty-five votes ahead. Mr. 
Holliday asked for a recount of the vote in 
the second ward. He was induced to make 
the request on account of the condition 
of the returns from that ward. At first 
Mr. Holliday wanted a recount of the fifth, 
too, and it was at the time he made that 
demand that the trouble became imminent 
between him and one of the managers of 
the fifth. In making his demand for a re- 
count in the second he based it upon the 
alleged irregularities in the manner in 
which the work was done. Mr. Holliday, 
however, finally agreed to withdraw his 
demand for the fifth ward recount, confin- 
ing his demand to the second. 

Whether the recount will change the re- 
sult cannot be said. In the count as it now 
stands Mr. Holliday carried the ward by a 
majority of 37, Mr. Goldsmith’s vote being 
491 in that ward, while Mr. Holliday got 
528. 

It was thought that Mr. Mayes would 
win out in the fifth against Mr. Sims until 
the vote was consolidated. Up to the 
consolidation Mr. Mayes was in the lead, 
but the consolidation gave Mr. Sims a ma- 
jority of 27. . 

If some people had known the law gov- 
erning the counting of primary votes as 
well yesterday as they duo today there would 
have been less trouble in securing the re- 
turns and the count might have been 
celerated. The managers in all of the wards 
locked themselves in, and in one instance 
carried the box high up into the Equitable 
building to make the count in secrecy. In 
fact, the greatest precaution was taken to 
see that no one entered the room. The law 
which governs primaries says that the 
count must be made openly and in the 
presence of any one who wants to see it. 

Open to Any One. — 

“You see,” said Judge Anderson, talking 
of the law last night, “the law once was 
that the count should be made in the 
presence of a friend of each of the con- 
testing parties, but it has sinee been chang- 
ed, and now any one can go in and see 
the count in a primary election.”

For some time exchange has ruled un- 
usually firm for the season.

But the surroundings of exchange as 
they exist this fall have never been dupli- 
cated before. They are abnormal. The 
market had a reaction in the late month, 
which was quickly followed by a rally due, 
bankers explained, to the scarcity of bills, 
especially cotton, though exports of the 
latter since September lst have consider- 
ably exceeded those of a year ago. 

Yesterday demand sterling was again 
higher with the actual rate up to 4.86%. 
How does this quotation and others bearing 
on the situation compare with the quota- 
tions of a normal period? Take 1891. In 
early October of the latter year demand 
was 4.83% and money was 6 per cent. 

Gold came from Europe because the lat- 
ter bought securities, wheat was on the 
dollar, cotton on the 9-cent basis. A casual 
review of prevailing conditions will readily 
show that agriculture is largely responsible 
for the present exchange situation, by 
which is meant the depression in farm pro- 
ducts. 

With money 1 per cent against 6 in 1891, 
wheat here 55 against 105, and cotton 6 cents 
against about $ in the prosperous year, it 
is not strange that there are no indications 
of immediate gold imports, though, of 
course, the comparison by no means im- 
plies that gold will not come this autumn 
as it has done in the like period of former 
years.

NEW YORK. -October 4.—For some time 
past it has been the fashion at the stock 
exchange to sell a little Chicago ‘Gas for 
aturn. The prevailing ided has been that 
the much-advertised Chicago combination 
of capitalists, with the assistance of some 
§6,000.000 of eastern money, would duplicate 
the old trust’s plant in Chicago and furnish 
gas at merely nominal figures. The street 
generally had quickly fell in with this 
idea, the acfive traders having been bearish 
at the time the scheme was launched. The 
result was that a big short interest was 
made in the stock. Today intimations 
were received from the west that the Uni- 
versal and Chicago Gas Companies had 
reached an amicable settlement. This com- 
pletely upset the calculations of traders, 
who immediately started in to cover. As 
a result the stock bounded up from 70 to 
73% oan transactions of 50,500 shares. Sugar, 
which has been a leader of the market 
heretofore, came second in point of ac- 
tivity and the changes in the shares were 
far less important. The stock sold at 
835%%@85% and closed at 8%. The announce- 
ment that the difference between raw and 
refined sugar was only 6-l0th of a cent, 
wiping out the profit of manufacturing, 
did not deter the shorts from covering, 
and this movement was in progress right up 
to the close. Distillers rose from 8%. to 
0%.

The Condition of the Treasury. 


The Washington correspondent of The 
New York Joufnal of Commerce, under 
date of October lst, has this to say of the 
condition of the treasury: One of the worst 
exhibits yet made by the balance sheet of 
the treasury was shown by the monthly 
debt statement today, indicating a loss 
during September of $7,228,379 in the gea- 
eral cash balance, and an excess of $7,708,- 
790 of expenditures over receipts. 

A part of this unfavorable showing is 
due to the large number of warrants drawn 
at the close of last week to prepare the 
treasury for the operation of fhe new sys- 
tem of auditing which went into effect 
today, and hardly any warrants were 
drawn today for the October account. The 
total receipts for the three months since 
July Ist have nearly equaled the expendi- 
tures, the figures being $97,848,174 for re- 
ceipts and $98,628,237 for expenditures, The 
receipts include, however, the heavy pay- 
ments under the whisky tax before the 
taking effect of the new tariff, and the 
large customs receipts during the closing 
days of August and the first day of Sep- 
tember. after reduced duties took effect. 
The internal revenue. receipts for three 
months have been $68,944,916, but the way 
in which they have declined since the in- 
crease in the whisky tax took effect is in- 
dicated by the fact that the total for Sep- 
tember thas been only $6,182,149. The cus- 
toms receipts during September have been 
$15,664,990, and for thé three months ending 
September 30th, $36,797,243. The expendi- 
tures for September have been $30,323,018, 
of which $12,589,701 has been for pensions. 
The pensiol payments for three months 
have been 847, against corresponding 
payments for the Same three months of 
i393, $36,810,691. 

The gold reserve today stood at $58,875,+ 
317, a gain of about $48,000 since Saturday.

MISS BRIDGES TELLS. HER STORY 


Says That She Was Cursed and Abused 
Some Sbarp Sallies Among the 
Counsel on Both Sides. 


A star chamber session of police court 
with exciting little side scenes and lhvely 
incidents is not a thing that comes under 
the judicial direction of Recorder Calhoun 
very frequently. 

For several hours yesterday afternoon, 
however, he was closeted away on one of 
the most interesting cases with which he 
has had to deal recently. 

The case against Mr. F. M. Coker, the 
banker, Was called, and all of the details 
concerning thé sénsation at the telephone 
exchange Sunday evening were thoroughly 
exvosed. Banker Coker was there, of 
course. He sat throughout the whole in- 
vestigation with his hands locked together 
in his lap, looking over his gold-rimmed eye 
glasses at his attorney, Mr. Charley Hop- 
kins, Who so earnestly pleaded his Cause, 
or gazing with a haif smile on his counte- 
nance while Mr. Burton Smith, for the tel- 
ephone company, brought out all the evi- 
dence which went to show that the occur- 
rence warranted a conviction, or rather a 
fine. 

Miss Annie Bridges, the young lady who 
it was charged was insulted by the banker, 
was there, and so was her sister, Miss 
Ophelia Bridges, who was doing the part 
of “central’’ when Mr. Coker first came to 
the ’phone. 

Judge Calhoun rendered no definite de- 
cision in the case. After going through an 
abundanee of testimony and listening to 
some very strong arguments on disputed 
poimts, hé said that he would reserve his 
decision for several days. 

What Miss Bridges Said. 

Miss Annie Bridges told what occurred 
without hesitation. She taiked earnestly, 
and there was a quiver in her voice now 
and then which told of the pent up feeling 
the thought of the banker's action brought 
on. 

“It was about 8 o’clock,”’ she said, “when 
he called me up. He asked in rough tones 
was that 600. I told him it was, and then 
he asked me for my namie. 

“It is against the rules of the office to 
give the names through the ‘phone, and I 
refused. He asked again, ‘Who are you’ 
i toid him that I was the chief night op- 
erator, and asked him why he asked. 

“Then he called,” said the young lady, 
blushing, “‘then he called me a d—n fool 
and a cow and told me that I did not know 


' my business. I told him that I would re- 


port him to Mr. Gentry for cursing go. He 
told me his name was Coker.” 

Then Miss Bridges told of the scene at 

- the exchange. She was at her desk. Sud- 
denly she saw two men come up the steps, 
and she went to the door. Mr. Coker was 

| there. He asked if she was in charge. She 
told him she was. He wished her name. 

' She refused to give it and he made an ugly 
face. She became alarmed and tried to 
Shut the door. He pulled it open. Finally 
she succeeded in closing it and the night 
latch locked. 

Then Mr. Coker placed his face gt the 
glass part of the door and made a very 
ugly face. It was this ugly face, she sta- 
ted, that caused her sister and Miss Sabyi 
Mason to scream so loud. She saw the two 
men depart and then the crowd came about 
the place. Miss Bridges was severely ques- 
tioned by Mr. Hopkins. She stated every- 
thing in a clear, forceful manner and 
seemed not at all embarrassed. 

Miss Sibyl Mason, who was one of the 
young ladies in the office when Mr. Coker 
came down, told of the appearance of the 
two men whom she identified as Mr. Coker 
and Dr. Huntley at the office and the 
scene between them and wsliss Bridges. She 
said that she screamed as soon as she 
saw the expression on Mr, Coker’s face 
when he peered through the door. 

Central on the Stand. 

Miss Ophelia Bridges was “‘central’’ at the 
time Mr. Coker called up Dr. Kendrick. 
She thought that she rang the bell three 
times. She heard no cross words and qid 
not know that there was any trouble until 
her sister-had the conversation with Mr. 
Coker. At this juncture Lawyer Hopkins 
made an effort to non-suit. He argued that 
theré was no case of disorderly conduct 
made out. Mr. Coker was guilty of no 
offense against the city; that the charge 
of disorderly conduct did not include the 
using of profane language. 

“The worst thing that Mr, Coker did,” 
said Mr. Hopkins, with a tragic air, ‘‘was 
to look ugly, and God knows he cannot 
help that.’ He thought that the charge of 
disorder should not include the first conver- 
sation, and that his client should be held 
responsible for the occurrence at the ex- 
change building. 

The Legal Point Involved. 

In reply to this Mr. Burton Smith said 
that it was his opinion that the charge of 
disorderly conduct was a general charge 
and could not be made specific in that case. 
Under the broad puiicy of pleading he 
thought that disorderly conduct covered 
the whole affair. He argued at length upon 
this and quoted severa] authorities. Lawyer 
Hopkins stuck urgently to his argument— 
that there was no case. 

Judge Calhoun thought that there was 
sufficient grievance for the case to con- 
tinue, howeveg; and the testimony was con- 
tinued. Dr. Kendrick told of the sickness 
of Mr. Frank Coker. He had a relapse 
Sunday and nis presence was needed there 
frequently. Dr. Huntley told of his trip to 
the exchange building with Mr. Coker and 
described the scene at the door of the 
operator’s office. 

It was dark when the examination of 

-witnesses was concluded, and, because of 
this, it was decided that the case be finished 


_ one day next week, subject to the decision 
_ of the recorder. 


‘The session was- private and only those 
immediately interested were admitted to 
the room. Mr. Coker remained there all 
the while. He made no statement, but it 
ig understood that he will give tis version 


of the affair when the court is reassembled 


next week.

Fulton county will have no new jail in 
the near future. 

The proposed bond issue was defeated at 
an wecnenany, ae ike Sm sees 

ow. 

The indications Wednesday night pointed 
to the défeat of the bonds. The friends of 
the issue, the county commissioners and 
other patriotic citizens were gravely alarm- 
ed over the indications, and yesterday the 
ee of the night before were veri- 

This will be a serious disappointment to 
the hundreds of loyal Atlantians who feel 
keenly the disgrace of such a strueture as 
now answers for a county jail. THey have 
bent every effort to get a new prison, 
and these efforts have all failed. Now it 
seems that the building of this much-need- 
ed structure is far in the future. 

Commissioners Nelms and Collier were 
grealy disappointed at the failure of the 
bonds. They have put their energies and 
their hearts into the movement for a new 
jail and have been extremely hopeful for 
several days past. 

Wednesday a meeting of the commission- 
ers was held. It was adjourned until yes- 
terday morning in order to give the com- 
missioners an opportunity to take speedy 
and immediate action on the jail question. 
They then believed that the bonds would 
carry and it was their purpose to at once 
start the movement to rolling. If the bonds 
had received the requisite vote the work 
of building a new jail would have been 
actively under way in less than a month. 

It was not from adverse votes, but from 
lack of affirmative votes, that the measure 
was defeated. Two-thirds of the registered 
votes of the county were necessary to the 
passage of the jail bonds, and but little 
more than one-third were cast in favor 
of the proposed issue.

1. The lien laws of Georgia are embodied 
in the code, together with statutes enacted 
since the adoption of the code. These liens 
and no others are contemplated by sections 
3149 et seqq. of the code and the acts amend- 
atory thereof, touching the distribution of 
the assets of an insolvent corporation or 
trader. The same rule as to the preserva- 
tion of liens prevails in the case of railroad 
corporations as in the case of other corpo- 
rations or of traders in general. If the 
eguitable doctninme re ized by some 
‘courts, that there are preferential debts 
within a so-called six months’ rule, which 
will take priority over a mortgage upon a 
railroad, can be recognized in this state at 
all, it certainly cannot be when the proceed- 
ing is under the above cited sectiong of the 
code, and when the mortgagee does not in- 
tervene as a plaintiff, but comes in to make 
defense only. 

z. Where a railroad is operated by a re- 
ceiver, all his legitimate expenses, inelud- 
ing the fees of his counsel, are chargeable 
upon the fund produced by a sale of the 
railroad made under a decree rendered in 
the cause, if there is no other fund under 
the contrel of the court out of which these 
expenses can be paid. Income would be 
chargeable before corpus, but as a last re- 
sort the charge would fall on the latter. 

3. Counsel fees in a proceeding under sec- 
tions 3149 et seqq. of the code and the acts 
amendatory thereof, against an insolvent 
corporation, may be allowed for bringing 
the fund into court, but the scheme of the 
Statute is that these fees, as a part of the 
expense of the litigation, shall be borne in 
some just proportion by all who come in t 
claim the fruits of the proceeding. No 
suitor can rightly take any of these fruits 
without bearing his due proportion of such 
fees, and even a voluntary party defendant 
who ultimately shares in-the fund which is 
realized, and takes it by the judgment or 
decree finally rendered, is chargeable the 
Same as he would be had he intervened as 
a co-plaintiff. 

4. A receiver of a_ state court is not 
chargeable with expenses incurred by a re- 
ceiver of the federal court while the prop- 
erty was in the hands of the latter, or for 
the hire of property which the latter uscd 
on a contract of hire made by him. 

5. The constitution puts damage done to 
private property, and the taking of it for 
public use, on the same footing. Conse- 
quently, damage done to land by taking q 
portion of it for the way of a railroad ranks 
with the amount allowéd for the right of 
way itself, in competition with a mortgage 
upon the railroad to secure other indebt- 
edness of the company. 

6. Where a statute, such as gections 3149 
(a), et seqq., of the code, extends the equi- 
table jurisdiction of the superior court to 
new cases, the mode of trial in such cases 
is governed by ordimary equity practice, 
and the trial of facts by master or auditor 
instead of by jury is subject to the will of 
the legislature. 

Judgment reversed in part,.and in part 
affirmed. Justice Lumpkin being disquali- 
fied, Judge Jenkins, of the Ocmulgee Cir- 
cuit, was designated to gees in-his stead.

Winter Tourist Rates Agreed to by Al 
Lines in the South. 
ARRANGEMENT TO PREVENT SCALPING 


The New Shops of the Southern Railway. 
Other {nteresting News and Gos- 
: ‘Bip of the Rail, 


The arrangements for handling the win- 
ter tourist travel have all been adjustéd by 
the Southern Passenger Association. 

Commissioner M. Slaughter, of the asso- 
ciation, hag given notice to the roads form- 
it.g the association that the rates will be 


the same to winter tourists this year as 


they were last, which means that the trav- 
eer shall pay 2 cents per mile both ways, 
iretead of 3. | 

This is a favor that hag been granted win- 
ter tourists by southern roads for a num- 
ber of years, it being for the purpose of 
enccuraging travel to the south in the win- 


ter, just as the same or a similar rate is 


allowed in the summer season on account 
of the rush to summer lands of pleasure 
and health. 

‘The winter tourist rates south will be ef- 
fective from the ist of November to the Ist 
of May. : 

Tickets will go on sale November ist and 
will be sold until April ist next, when the 
season of sale will close, tickets being good 
to return, however, until the Ist of May. 

This year there will be an effort to puta 
stop to the work of the ticket scalpers in 
the selling of winter tourist rates. Stop- 
over privileges will be granted just as here- 
tcfore, but they will be manipulated on a 
different lirfe of operation. The passenger 
desiring to secure a stop-over will have to 
go to the ticket agent in the town he wish- 
es to stop and deposit his ticket with him, 
getting a receipt for it. When he goes to 
leave the town he will have to go to the 
ticket agent and get his ticket again, and 
along with it he will get a ‘‘paster,’’ show- 
ing the length of the stop-over, and on 
what train the passenger must leave town 
on the continuance of his journey. 

These precautions were thought neces- 
sary by the railroads for the reason that 
the winter tourist traffic has always af- 
advantage to the ticket 
scalpers in their work. The tickets would 
be sold to them for speculation by the party 
after a stop-over had been enjoyed. The 
new plan will not necessarily put the pas- 
senger to any additional trouble, since the 
tickets will be kept by the ticket agent 
wherever the stop-over is allowed and will 
be given back to the passenger when he 
wishes to resume the course of his journey. 
In putting the passenger to the trouble of 
going to the agent for the ticket the roads 
do not put him to any more worry than he 
wculd suffer in the ordinary purchase of a 
ticket, since all he would have to do would 
be to call at the ticket window of the agent 
of the road over which his ticket originally 
read. 

It is claimed by all the local passenge; 
agents that the prospect is good for an un- 
usually large winter tourist traffic this fall 
and winter.

It is a considerable enterprise that the 
Southern will: thus establish in the Gate 
City. The new shops will be the greatest 
in all this section of the south and will 
be so equipped as to turn out all the re- 
pair work for the great combination of 
railways embraced in the reorganization 
of the old lines. 

The Atlanta and Charlotte shops now lo- 
cated between Atlanta and Edgewood will 
be abolished and the entire shops wlil be 
taken to the location of the present works 
of the old Hast Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia. 

In addition to this plan of consolidation 
there will be splendid new machinery halls 
built and the number of employes will be 
three times aS many as are now at work 
in all the shops of the roads forming the 
Southern in this section of the south. 

Repair work for the old East Tennessee, 
Viriginia and Georgia, for the old Richmond 
and Danville and for the Georgia Pacific 
will be turned out from the new Atlanta 
shops. The work ef construction will soon 
be taken up by order of Third Vice Presi- 
dent W. H. Baldwin and will go steadily 
on until finished. The new main building 
to cost $60,000 will. go up without delay 
and will be fitted up with every appoint- 
ment common to the best machine shops 
and foundry works of the land. 

The shops of the old East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia are in themselves 
very complete as far as they go. The work 
turned out there is said by expert mechan- 
ics to compare favorably with the repair 
work of any shops in the country, but the 
capacity is somewhat limited, having been 
equipped only for the service of the Geor- 
gia division of the East Tennessee when 
it was an independent road.

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An Important Decision by the Supreme 
Court Yesterday. 
EIGHTY THOUSAND DOLLARS IN” IT 


The Last Chapter in a Long and Trauble- 
some Piece of Litigation—Text | 
of the Decision. 


Claims against the Atlanta and Florida 
railroad amounting to nearly $80,000 were 
affected by a decision rendered yesterday 
morning by the supreme court. 

The case came before the supreme court 
in the shape of a suit by the Central Trust 
Company, of New York, against the road. 
By petition of creditors the road had been 
placed in the hands of a receiver. Judge 
Clarke appointed one receiver and Judge 
Emory Speer, of the United States court, 
also appointed one. 

There was considerable controversy as 
to which receiver should take charge of 
the road, but the matter was finally de- 
cided by the superior court receiver taking 
charge of the road and running it until the 
receivership was dissolved. 

The receivership was not dissolved until 
the road was sold for $600,000, of whic 
$100,000 was paid cash. 

The many claims of the road were re- 
ferred to Special Master W. T. Moyers, who 
reported that the claims of the creditors 
were entitled to precedence to the lirst 
mortgage claims. All parties agreed for 
Judge John L. Hopkins to hear the case 
as judge pro hac vice. Judge Hopkins’s 
decision sustained Mr. Moyers’s. Exceptions 
were taken to his finding and the case 
appealed to the supreme court. 

The judgment delivered yesterday morn- 
ing is as follows: 

“Judgment reversed in so far as the au- 
ditor and the court below gave a prefer- 
ence over the mortgage to the claims of the 
Southern Railway Equipment Company, 
the Buda iron works, the Charles Scott 
Spring Company, A. H. Benning, J. P. 
Baker, Hammett & Word, Joseph Thomp- 
son, James P. Harrison & Co., J. B. Wil- 
son, for use, etc., R. L. Robinson, Western 
and Atlantic Railroad Company, receivers 
of East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Railway Company, and S. A. Fletcher & 
Co.; and in so far as the auditor and the 
court below charged the receiver appoint- 
ed by the superior court with a debt in- 
curred by the receiver of the #deral court 
to the Southern Railway Equipment Com- 
pany; and in so far as the attorneys’ fees 
allowed for bringing the money into court 
were made a charge solely upow that part 
of the fund which would otherwise have 
been payable to the mortgagé or the bond- 
holders. In respect to this last matter the 
court below is directed to apportion by 
proper proceedings the attorneys’ fees for 
bringing the money into court pro rata 
amongst all claimants of the fund who 
share in the distribution thereof, estimating 
the fund at $500,000, less the costs, the re- 
ceiver’s compensation and his expenses, in- 
cluding the fees of his counsel and also the 
fee of $500 allowed to Mr. Rountree. In 
other’ respects, the judgment below is 
affirmed,’’ 

Judge Samuel Lumpkin being disqualified 
in the case, Judge W. F. Jenkins, of the 
Ocmulgee circuit, sat in his place. Judge 
Henry B. Tompkins ant Mr. W. B. Farley 
represented the Central Trust Company, 
while Payne & Tye and Henry Jackson 
represented Receiver Garrett, themselves 
and other claimants, and Gustin Guerry & 
Hall, Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, Hamil- 
ton Douglas, Peter F. Emith, Glenn & 
Maddox, R. E. Wright, Cc. W. Smith, A. 
W. Smith, A. A. Meyer and Harrison & 
Peeples represented still other claimants.

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An Inquiry Concerning Silver Legis-<- 
lation of 1890. . 


To .the itor: Under the legislation of 
1890 what Were the least masher of grains 
of pure silver the secretary of the United 
States treasury was allowed to purchase for 
$1° In what was the purchase of silver bul- 
lion paid? How much was the secretary of 
the treasury required to coin each month? 
I have searched for this information in 
vain in all the reference books at command. 

READER. 

Answer—This bill enacts that the secre- 
tary of the Unilted States treasury is di- 
rected to purchase from time to time silver 
bullion to the aggregate amount of 4,500,000 
ounces, OF as much thereof as may be of- 
fered in each montt: at the market price 
thereof, not exceeding $1 for 371.25 grains 
of pure silver, and to issue in payment of 
such purchase of silver, treasury notes of 
the United tSates .to be prepared by the 
secretary of the treasury, in such form and 
of,such denominations, not less than $1 nor 
more than $1,000, as he may preacribe. 

That the secretary of the treasury shall, 
each month, coin 2,000,000 ounces of silver 
bullion purchased under the prov’sions of 
this act into standard silver dollars until 
the Ist day of Janluary, 1891, and after that 
he shall coin of’the silver bullion purchased 
under the provisions of this act as much 
as may be necessary to provide for the re- 
demption of the treasury notes herein pro- 
vided for, and any gain or seigniorage aris- 
ing from such coinage shall be accounted 
for and paid into the treasury. 

This act took effect thirty days after the 
date of approval by the president, which 
was July 14, 1890.

The commissioners all felt a great deal of 
disccuragement over the outlook as it now 
stands. This is the third time that the 
people have refused to vote for bonds for 
the purpose of building a new jail, and 
from what the members of the board ex- 
pressed as private sentiments, there will 
never be another attempt made by the pres- 
ent board to get an issue of bonds. The 
present grand jury, so it is understood, will 
roast both the old jail and the people for 
the vote. 

Many prominent citizens yesterday said 
that they regretted exceedingly that there 
had not been enough votes cast to secure 
jail bonds. But now that the people have 
taken action in the matter regrets are in 
vain. There were 9,000 rezistered voters and 
it required two-thirds of these to vote in 
favor of the bonds before they could be 
carried; this would mean 6,000 in the affirma- 
tive. The votes were not forthcoming, and 
defeat followed.
